GROWING IN INTENSITY. 


Enemy May Wait for New Moon To- 
morrow Before Deciding on Point 
Against Which to Attack.

ONDON, May 8.—A great German smash at the 

Allied defenses seems imminent. 

South of Ypres, along the upper half of the north- 
ern battle front, the bombardment is growing in in- 
tensity. 

The bright sun, a cloudless sky, and a rising 
barometer are the weather conditions in Northern 
France. 

At dawn today the artillery and aerial activity in- 
creased and reached high degrees of intensity later in 
the day. 

The Germans, who always study meteorological 
conditions, may be waiting for the new moon, Friday, 
before deciding where to strike their next blow. 

Every sign points to a resumption of major operations. The 
question is whether there will be simultaneous attacks before 
Ypres and on the Somme or a single drive. Most observers 
look for a powerful thrust south of Arras in the direction of 
Doulens, though there would be no surprise if the thrust were 
aimed southeast of Amiens. 

For several days the enemy's guns have been lively along 
the Avre and the weight of his fire is proof that he has concen- 
trated a great amount of artillery along this front.

Meanwhile there has been an increase in the pounding of the 
artillery along the front before Amiens, where most observers 
expect the main German blow to fall. 

After a terrific bombardment in Flanders the German in- 
fantry attacked the French and British lines between Voormezeele 
and La Clytte. In the center the Germans drove through into 
the Allied first line east of Dickebusch Lake and captured part of 
the Ridge wood. But the assault was repulsed elsewhere along 
the line. Bright weather favored the attack. " 


The Allied troops are holding Vierstraat and the major part 
of the Ridge wood and at latest reports were fighting desperately 
to prevent any further advance. 

This is perhaps the beginning of another German attempt to 
break through to the railway from Poperinghe to Ypres and force 
the Allies to evacuate their salient.

MAY BE RENEWED OFFENSIVE. 


HAT possibly may prove to be the prelude to the long- 
expected resumption of hostilities by the Germans on the 
western front is being played, says the Associated Press. 

Southeast of Ypres, from the region of Voormezeele to La Clytte, 
the Germans have launched an attack against the British and 
French troops holding the line, and at certain points over the 
five-mile battle front they have met with some success by pene- 
trating front-line trenches. Apparently, however, over the great- 
er part of the field of combat they met with repulse. 

As is usual, the enemy began the attack after a heavy pre- 
liminary bombardment. The ground gained is south of Dicke- f 
busch Lake and tn Ridge Wood, around which places hard fight- 
ing ‘was continuing at last accounts. 

The objective of the enemy seemed to be the pushing for- 
ward of his line in this region in order still further to outflank 
Ypres on the southwest and press on toward Poperinghe and the 
railway line running between that town and Ypres. 

As yet only meager advices have come through concerning 
the nature of the engagement, but unofficial reports: indicate 
that it was made only in divisional strength. Whether it will 
develop into another of the great battles that have been fought 
in this area could not be foretold.

American Captain Missing 
After Air Fight. ‘

WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 
IN FRANCE, Tuesday, May 1-—

RUMANIA DENUDED OF 
LAND IN PEACE PACT. 


CENTRAL POWERS OPERATE AT 
WILL ON DANUBE; ARMY RE- 
STRICTED TO 20.000.

AMSTERDAM, May 8.—The peace 
treaty signed by Germany and her 
allies with Rumania consists of eight 
clavees. The first restores peace; the 
second demobilizes the Rumanian 
army, except ten divisions, two re- 
maining as protection for the fron- 
tiers of Bessarabia, and eight in 
Moldavia. the total number not to 
exceed 20,000 infantry and 2200 
cavalry. 

The third clause separates Dob- 
rudja from Rumania and restores to 
Bulgaria Bulgarian territory which 
fell to Rumania by the treaty of 
Bucharest in 1913. Rumania cedes 
to the Central Allies that part of 
Dobrudja north of the new Bul- 
garian frontier lines to the mouth 
of the Danube, The frontier is recti- 
fied in favor of Austria-Hungary. 

State property in the land ceded 
by Rumania passes without in- 
demnity to the states which acquire 
the regions. The inhabitants, how- 
ever, shall have the right of option 
and emigration. 

The fourth clause deals with in- 
demnities, the signatories of the 
treaty renouncing a)! claim to reim- 
bursement for the costs of the war, 
but special arrangements are to be 
made for damages caused by the 
war. 

The evacuation of the occupied 
territories is taken up in the fifth 
clause, while the sixth provides for 
free navigation of the Danube, Ru- 


mania surrendering the right to;* 


collect tolls on ships navicating the 
river or entering ports. The Central 
Allies have the right to keep war- 
ships virtually anywhere in the river. 

Equality of all religions in Ru- 
mania is provided for in clause 
seven, while the eighth clause has to 
do with the economic relations of 
Rumania with the Central Allies. 
These will be regulated by separate 
agreements, which will go into force 
simultaneously with the peace 
treaty. 


BRITON SETS RECORD 
FOR DRIVING RIVETS. 


LONDON MECHANIC MAKES 
HIGH SCORE IN INTER- 
NATIONAL CONTEST.

WASHINGTON, May 8.—An in- 
ternational contest In rivet driving 
has been started between American 
and British shipyards. 

News today from London that a 
rivet gang there had driven 4267 
rivets in nine hours revealed thas 
Lord Northcliffe recently cabled the 
Shipping Board asking for the rec- 
ords of American rivet gangs and 
details of thelr work to stimulate 
rivalry. 

Officials of the Shipping Poard 
were amazed today at the English 
figures. The American record of 
2720, which the British set out to 
beat in making their record, has 
been surpassed twice in the last two 
weeks. Edward Gibson and his gang 
at the plant of the Federal Ship- 
building Company in Kearny, N. J., 
drove 2919 three-quarter-inch but- 
ton-head riveta in a ship's floor in 
eight hours and John Corrigan, as- 
sisted by three men. drove 43415 
three-quarter-inch rivets in a plate 
floor on skids in nine hours at the 
plant of the Detroit Shipbuilding 
Company in Wyandotte, Mich. Cor- 
rigan's record so far is the best ever 
made in an American vard. 

CHICAGO MAN SECOND. 
A NIGHT Wink! 

CHICAGO, May 8.—In the inter- 
national contest among shipbuilders 
at riveting, the record of William 
Hartz, who drove 3055 rivets in nine 
hours at the Calumet Hiver plant 
of the Chicago Shipbuilding Com- 
pany last Monday, stands second 
only to that of John Corrigan of De- 
troit, who drove 3415.

WINTER WHEAT 
NEAR RECORD. 


Nearly Six Hundred Million 
Bushels is Estimate. 


Bumper Production on Farms 
is Predicted. 


Rye Forecast Much Greater 
Than Year Ago. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT Wine) 

WASHINGTON, May 8.—Hope for 
the billion bushel wheat crop, for 
which the government is striving 
this year was strengthened today by 
the Department of Agriculture's May 
crop report forecasting a production 
of 672,539,000 bushels of winter 
wheat. 

Secretary Houston in a statement 
tonight said there was every reason 
to anticipate increased farm yields 
this year over the record production 
of last year. He added, however, 
that the promise did not warrant re- 
laxed efforts for greater production 
and for greater conservation and 
called upon the people of towns and 
Cities to realize that the farmer can- 
not Work miracles, and lend him the 


assistance needed at harvest time. 
Realization of a winter wheat 
crop as large as that forecast would 
place this year’s harvest of that grain 
as the third largest ever gathered. 
The estimate is 12,500,000 bushels 
more than forecast in April from 
conditions than existing and 154,- 
400,000 bushels more than the crop 
harvested last summer. On condi- 
tions from now until harvest time 
will depend whether the crop will 
be larger or smaller than today’s 
forecast Uased on conditions May 1. 
STATEMENT. 


In a statement on winter wheat the 
Department of Agriculture said: 

“The abandonment of acreage, 12.7 
per cent.. is heavier than the aver- 
age (10.8 per cent. for ten years) 
and heavier than had been generally 
anticipated, although t followed 
logically a very low condition last 
Decem ber. Of the total acreage 
abandoned, (5,778,000) 2,749,000 or 
nearly one-half is debited to Kansas. 
The four States of Nebraska, Kansas, 
Oklahoma and Texas, contribute 
nearly four-fifths of the total acre- 
age abandonment. In percentage 
abandonment the heaviest are 45 per 
cent. in Texas and Wisconsin; 35 in 
New Mexico; 28 in Kansas; 24 in 
Michigan; 20 in North Dakota and 
Oklahoma, and 15 in New York. Al- 
though winter killing is the usual 
cause of abandonment, an important 
cause this year is the unusual dry 
weather last autumn and this spring 
which prevented growth after «a 
weak germination. 

“The acreage remaining improved 
during April which was generally 
cool and moist, a condition favorable 
to wheat. The condition on May 1 
for the United States, $6.4 per Cent., 
compares with a ten-year average of 
85.7 per cent. A month ago the con- 
dition of the plant was about six 
per cent. below the average. The 
higher condition figures for the 
United States on May 1 is due partly

Several weeks ago Turck was ar- 
rested for speeding and to the charge 
he pleaded gullty.

That rule is that every person con- 
victed of going over fifty miles an 
hour must go to jail The motor- 
cycle officers reported that Turck 
was going fifty-eight miles an hour. 

Turck took an appeal and soon 
afterward he began to bring pressure 
to bear upon the Governor for a 
change of the sentence from a jai! 

So far the Governor 
has not seen fit to interfere with the 
local court. 

Today Judge West, in the Superior 
Court, denied Turck’s appeal and 
affirmed Justice Cox's judgement. A 
commitment was issued at once. At- 
torney Ray Nimmo of Los Angeles 
promised Sheriff Jackson to have 
Turck here tomorrow. 

Turck put up the defense that he 
was speeding back frem San Diego 
to hurry up a government fish-can- 
ning contract and pleaded guilty, 
believing that the sentence would be 
a fine, which he was ready to pay 
and go on his way.

TELLS TALE OF 
GERMAN PLOT. 


Defendant in Cabin Murder 
Case on Stand. 


Portwood Says Enemy Aliens 
Attacked Him. 

Shot Victim to Save His Own 
Life, He Asserts. 


John Knox Portwood, on trial! for 
the murder of Herman Miller 
Jakopaich, or Jakohasch, took the 
Stand in his own defense in Judge 
Willis’s court yesterday afternoon 
and told hip story of an alleged Ger- 
man plot fomented by the arch- 
spy Franz Shulenberg,.. and sup- 


ported by other enemy aliens, to 
force him to quit the San Gabriel 
Canyon a8 @ mule-packer or 
kill him. 

In July, 1917, he testified, BShulen- 
berg. the recognized leader of the 
Trogdon Camp German element, 
“beat him up” with the idea of ex- 
hibiting to him a bit of real Prus- 
sian frightfulness. He did this be- 
cause, like a true disciple of the 
Keiser, he waxed wroth at the 
vaunted Americanism of Portwood. 
Shulenberg was apparentiy in high 
tension over doing something for the 
German cause and when he waen't 
threatening dire disaster to all 
“Yankee pigs’ he duarreled with 
his countryman, Hermon Jakopaich, 
over the course of the war. 

Wherever Bhulenberg went in the 
canyon, also went his automatic 
Luger pistol. He was the autocrat 
of Trogdon Camp. In August, 1917, 
some of his well-armed followers, 
at his behest, help up Portwood's 
pack-train, accompanying which 
were George Michael of Los Angeles, 
his wife and father-in-law and his 
wife's sister, the witness said. 

IRRELEVANT. 

Michael was called to the stand, 
but was forbidden to speak of this 
affair because Jakopaich did not 
figure In this episode and such evi- 
dence was considered irrelevant. 

“Shulenberg wanted to run me out 
of the canyon and he adopted these 
methods of frightfulnmess te scare me 
out,” Portwood told the jury. 

Hard by the San Gabriel River 
and within a stone's throw of the 
Shulenberg and Jakopalch  cabina, 
an open hole, apparently a@ grave, 
was found shortly after the killing 
of Jakopaich. The prosecution at- 
tempted to show that Portwood had 
prepared this grave for the recep- 
tion of the body of the dead man. 
Portwood aald the hole had been due 
by Shulenberg as a final resting- 
place for his (Portwood’s) remaina. 

Reference to dynamite and a 
fifty-pound box of nitro-glycerine 
having been carried into the canyon 
by Portwood's mule train (for 
Shulenberg was not permitted in the 
evidence by Judge Willis Tt wae 
intimated that the nitro-glycerine 
wae leter brought out over the 
Giendora trall, later to be trailed to 
Santa Barbara by government secret 
agents and resulting in the arrest 
there of Shulenberge as dangerous 
enemy alien and his final internment 
on an tsland tin Gan Francieco Bay. 


BIG DRINKING BOUTS. 


The events leading up to the 
death of Jakopaich were described 
dramatically by the 62-year-old de- 
fendant, who told of carrying a ten- 
gallon: keg of wine to the Shulenberg 
cabin tn Auguat, 18917: of frequent 
drinking bouts and noley arguments 
in their native language bw the Ger- 
mane and of a quarrel which culmi- 
nated in the gigantic. heavily 
mustached Shulenberg binding 
Jakopaich with ropes and throw- 
ing him to the floor of the cabin. 

“T wae awakered one night,” he 
said. “by a loud nolee of talking. 
Getting up I noticed that Shulenbers 
and three other Germans had en- 
tered the cabin and were fairly 
shouting tn German, using my name 
now and then. IT noticed that Her- 
man Jakopaich hed his hands tied 
behind him. Shalenberg saw me 
and jumped at me and knocked me 
down, then threw me out of the 
cabin. He bruised my face badly. 
Shulenbere was arrested tn Decem- 
ber as a German spy and Jakopaich 
centered hig spite on me, saying I 
was the cause of his arrest. 

“Christmas Day I drove my pack 
up to the cabin and Herman invited 
me in saying: ‘John, it's Christmas 
—have a little drink with me” I 
unloaded a box for him and lieft, 
but Herman called me back, ask- 
ing me to stay all night. He ap- 
peared friendly. After supper we 
played ‘“dlackiack’ and Herman and 
his brother, Fritz, got to talking In 
German. They quarrelied over 
something and Frits left the house. 

“HARPING ON THE WAR.” 

“Then Herman got harping on the 
war, saying it wes no business of 
thie country’s to enter the war. I 
went outside to put up my mules for 
the night and then go to the upper 
cabin to sleep. Herman called me 
back again. still fussing about the 
war and the question of Germans 
going tnto Mexico from the United 
States. 

“Finally he angrily, ‘I'm go- 
ing to let you tell me why this coun- 
try will not allow Germans to cross 
the border tnto Mexico? With that 
he jerked out his revolver and shot 
me through the ear and hand. 

“T got my revolver from my 
pocket and shot at him to save my 
own life. After I shot him I went 
to the cabin of Oliver Justice, a mi'e 
below, and told him of the shoot- 
ing.”

IVIC IMPROVEMENTS 
HANG IN THE BALANCE. 


Council Seriously Considers Postpon- 
ing Until After.War Work to Cost 
Over Twelve Million Dollars. — 


HE recommendation by the subcommittee of the Capital Issues Com=< 
mittee that Los Angeles adopt a stringent policy of retrenchment 
and conservation in connection with public works and improvements 

was given serious consideration by the Council yesterday. It referred ths 
matter to the Public Works Committee, instructions to make a thor-

The City Attorney advised the Council that he had prepared figures 
showing the totals of proposed improvements and improvements for which 
proceedings are under way and sent them to the Regional Bank &t San 
Francisco. Both kinds of improvements total several millions of dollars. 

In its letter to the Council and Mayor the subcommittee stated that 
to divert energy to work which ig not essential to the prosecution of the 
war, and to undertakings which can be deferred until after the war, means 
corresponding reductions in our supporting, provisioning and equipping 
of our own troops and in provisioning our allies. 

Counciiman Mallard said he is in favor of postporing all public im- 
provements except those that are needed as sanitary measures for one 
year. Some other members expressed the same feeling.

HE DANGER OF STARVATION. 

It is difficult in Southern California to 
realize that widespread starvation may be a 
possibility not remote in this country. Yet 
so high an authority as Hudson Maxim, 
whose fulminating philosophy of prepared- 
ness fell on generally deaf. ears before 
America entered the war, sounds on this 
subject an emphatic warning. 

Even in this favored section, where na- 
‘ture so lavishly offers her gifts, we have 
object lessong in the uselessness of the 
gifts without hands wherewith to garner 
them. Only last week an advance unit of 
& woman's land army started from this 
city with The object of buétressing the de- 
pleted man power in the fields. Without 
sufficient labor to plant crops and to bar- 
vest them, the most fertile of soils is as 
Valueless as the desert and a food shortage 
of disastrous proportions may easily result. 
From every quarter the farmers have been 
urged to increase production, but their re- 
ply is that they cannot do this unless they 
have more*labor at their command. . The 
army and navy have called from the rural 
regions hosts of men whose places have 
not been filled. Machinery cannot replace 
them. Where, then, can sufficient and effi- 
cient laborers be obtained? 


Mr. Maxim's answer is from China and 
México. The same solution has been pro- 
posed by others, who have urged that the 
alien exclusion laws be suspended at the 
discretion of the President, but up to the 
present labor union interests have been able 
to prevent the introduction in either house 
of Congress of a bill along these lines. it 
is obvious, of course, that union labor 
would in no wise suffer by the temporary 
importation of Mexican and Chinese labor- 
ers, who need not be admitted except un- 
der careful restrictions and could be sent 
home at the close of the war. As Mr. 
Maxim, writing in Leslie's Weekly, puts 
it, those “imported as agricultural labor- 
ers and household servants would not com- 
pete with union labor in any way, while 
they would be producers of wealth which 
would greatly reducé the cost of living and 
consequently give to every dollar 2 greatly 
increased purchasing value.” He adds: 

If a million Chinamen were to be im- 
ported their labor could be restricted 
to agriculture and the household. A mil- 
lion such laborers distributed through- 
out the country would so increase the 
food supply and so lower the cost of the 
necessaries of life that the laborer who 
now earns $3 a day would then be able 
to buy for $3 more food than he can now 
get for $5. The artisan would be able 
to buy twice as much for his weekly 
wage to feed his family as he is now 
able to buy. 

The only way to prevent multitudes of 
the people of this country from dying of 
actual starvation in the near future is to 
import laborers, Mr. Maxim declares, and 
he points to the successful experiment of 
the French government as showing what 
can be done in that line. In France 250,000 
Chinese today are doing the work of 
French farmers to feed ‘the French people. 
It has been found there that the Chinese 
laborer is, for all practical purposes, an 
automatic machine. He fills his niche on 
the French farm as socially distinct from 
his employers as though he were merely a 
valuable domestic animal. The cost of his 
hire is a negligible quantity and he releases 
thousands of Frenchmen for the nation’s 
work at the front. 

Is there not a lesson for us in what the 
French have done with the Chinese’ With 
this country as with France, every Chinese 
or Mexican whom we should import would 
permit of the release of one American to 
serve the government in some other capac- 
ity to help win the war. When this coun- 
try enlisted to put all its force against the 
brute might of Germany, it meant provid- 
ing not only men and munitions, but also 
money and food. We have the money, but 
we shall not long have the food without 
an immediate increase of the forces upon 
the farma. 


lik BRITISH EMPIRE. 

“The disintegration of the British em- 
pire” hag been a fond topic with pro-Ger- 
man writers. For years they have dwelt 
upon that mouldy word “decay.” They 
banked their dreams of world-power for 
Germany upon that wish which was father 
to the thought. They foresaw Britain's 
overseas dominions grown too independent 
to accept British direction; and with sinis- 
ter motive they hastened to lend their «¢e- 
ditious aid in breeding the germs of dis- 
content. German intrigue making for dis- 
solution in the British empire has been un- 
covered in every internal difficulty with 
which Britannia has been beset during the 
past twenty years. To Germany has been 
traced the Indian revolutionary propaganda 
in this country, the sporadic disaffection 
in South Africa early in the war, the anti- 
conscription fracas in Australia, the rebel- 
lion in Ireland. But the best laid plans 
of mice and Germans “gang aft agley,” and 
one of the ‘greatest triumphs of Great Brit- 
ain in this war has been the unbounded, 
limitiess, exalted loyalty with which all 
parts of her empire have rushed to her aid. 
Small family disputes were buried over- 
night, and from the four corners of the 
earth Mother Britannia’s sons flew to arms 
for the great cause she espoused—the 
cause of freedom and democracy, for which 
they have always stood. 

The disintegration of the British empire! 
It is to laugh. Today the British empire 
stands more firmly welded together with 
bonds of steel than the greatest dreams of 
the most ardent sentimentalists could ever 
have conceived. Britannia, the motherland, 
stands proud, though suffering, before the 
world with her loyal sons fighting like 
fiends by her side, ready to sacrifice al 
that she may live—that the Union Jack, 
emblem of British cohesion, may continue 
to fly valiantly o'er a fifth of the world. 

In those first dread days of the war when 
Britannia, all unready, declared through 
her spokesman, Sir Edward Grey, that she 
would rather see her empire crumble in 
the dust than betray her pledge to Belgium, 
@ great hurrah rang through the British 
dominions across the earth Canada, Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand, South Africa and In- 
dia shouted their approval and loyalty and 
sprang to arms. Indian potentates cabled 
offers of men and treasure. Australia vol- 
unteered to the tune of 480,000 men. South 
Africa, under the governorship of her erst- 
while enemy general, Botha, mobilized a 
half a million strong. Canada volunteered 
with a generosity almost beyond her 
strength. Even Ireland ceased her bicker- 
ing and volunteered by the thousand. Kip-

ling’s great empire prayer found expression 
in every heart: 
“God of our fathers, known of old, 
Lord of our far-flung battle line, 
Beneath whose awful hand we hold 
Dominion over palm and pine-— 
Lord God of Hosts, be with us yet, 
Lest we forget, lest we forget.” 

Not for nothing is Britain endeared in 
the hearts of her sons as “The Motherland.” 
In far distant Australia, in South Africa, in 
Canada, in New Zealand, even those sons 
who have never seen England, speak of it 
affectionately as “home.” Through all the 
centuries men have offered that reverent 
toast to “My “Mother.” Fatheriands and 
fathers have never enjoyed this solemn rev- 
erence in the hearts of men. And Britan- 
nia’s role has ever been that of a benign 
mother, sometimes at fault in her maternal 
judgments, but ever the protector and the 
very present help in trouble. And while 
small family disputes were rife, as in ev- 
ery family, through “those cankers of a 
calm word and long peace.” tribulation 
has welded Britannia’s family into one 
fiercely loyal unit ready to make any sacrit- 
fice that humanity's best principles may be 
preserved for civilization. 


Come suffering what may, the members 
of this great British family stand shoulder 
to shoulder as never before. The seeds of 
distrust and hatred, which Germany has so: 
sedulously sown, are bearing unexpected ; 
fruit today--for the pollen of love in Brit- 
ish soil has denuded them of their pot 
son. That small but noisy company of 
Sinn Feiners in Ireland are but the con- 
spicuous exceptions, the shade in the pic- 
ture natthrows up empire loyalty In vivid 
lights. And by their actions they are mak- 
ing loyal Irishmen doubly loyal; changing 
indifference into support. Far from the 
disintegration of the British empire, the 
world may look to see a greater federated 
empire spring from the crucible of this 
war. The British. bound together by ties 
of mutual agony for a sublime cause, will 
be stronger, surer, more solid than empire 
builders ever dreamed possible. For knowl- 
edge and intimate respect have taken the 
place of mere sentiment; British dominions 
know the caliber of Britain now as never 
before: and out of travail have come the 
greater love and understanding. After all, 
England is but a small fraction of the Brit- 
ish empire; she is but the “little. mother” 
of a big, young, valiant family of courageous 
and independent sons, to whom she has 
readily enough relegated the powers of 
government. 

The great statesmen of Encland have as 
often as not been Scotchmen, Irishmen, 
Welshmen. Lioyd George, the present re 
sponsible head of British affairs, is a 
Welshman—and a Welshman of the people 
at that. Lord Kitchener, whose prodigious 
services in the early bitter days of the war, 
he who raised an army of five million vol- 
unteers by sheer force of personality, was 
an Irishman. So is Field Marsha! French. 
And in the great federated British empire 
of the future, the supreme Prime Minister 
may well be a Canadian or an Australian 
or a South African statesman. 

Pro-German writers, intent upon tickling 
the vanity of the United States, have loved 
to picture a world in which a decayed Brit- 
ain has crumbled to disintegration, leav- 
ing Germany and the United States the su- 
preme powers of the world, with a mental 
reservation, as voiced by Kaiser William, 
that the United States would be controlled 
by Germany. But Germany has unwittingly

HOOVER HIMSELF 
ON PROFITEERING. 


Seys There is Mighty Little of it 
Going On, 


BY HERBERT CC. HOOVER, 

Altogether, a rough calculation in- 
dicates that already we have divert- 
ed from eight to ten millions of 
men from their normal occupations 
toward war and the products it re- 
quires. That is from one-quarter to 
one-third of our normal productive 
units. 

It is possible that we can increase 
the exertion of the remainder of 
our productive population by elim!- 
nating non-essential labor, by more 
intensive labor and longer hours, by 
the application of woman's labor, by 
putting the boys into labor earlier 
than otherwise, and can make up 
some of the gap in our productive 
units. We cannot, however, com- 
pass the whole, and the deficiency 
can only be overcome by the re 
duction in the consumption of com- 
modities. 

This does not apply to food alone 
-—«{t applies to every commodity of 
which we consume more than is 
necessary for our health and com- 
fort. We must strip to the bone 
in order that we may afford the 
economic luxury of the diversion of 
this portion of our préductive power 
to the destruction of war. If we 
do not, our exertion in this war will 
stop short of the task imposed upon 
us, and we cannot look to victory 
with any assurance. ‘ 

When we survey the economic 
field in detail, we necessarily find 
difference in the degree of the e¢s- 
sential character of commodities 
and labor. There are some commod- 
ities and some labor that we do 
not require at all, and all that we 
can turn to our shipyards, our mu- 
nition: works and the Allied food 
supply is a contribution war. 

Too much economic thitking is 
done in terms of money If we 
could, like Germany, reach that 
point of economic balance where 
the increased productivity of our 
home population and the decreased 
consumption of our home population 
affords the complete supply of men 
and c odities needed in war, we 


could t for the next fifty years. 


without economic loss. 

Money becomes purely the coun- 
ters through which distribution of 
those commodities and labor is ob 
tained. 


Another prime economic theme 
by which I am impressed in this 
war is thie: The American ideal 
in executive work is efficiency, but 
efficiency does not alone mean the 
best appliances and the greatest 
numbers made for the least cost. In 
war it involves a new factor that 
transcends all others, and that fs 
speed. Many of our present difmi- 
culties arise from our inability to 
get away from our trodden inter- 
pretation of the word “Pficiency.” 
and many of them from the fear of 
our executive officers of criticism if 
they fail in popular interpretation 
of this term. 2 

In this light measures taken, re- 
suits attained, cannot be Judged by 
the microscopic Inspection of the 
threads in the tapestry——tte broad 
lines, ita inspirations, must be at- 
tained quickly, not by years of care- 
ful development. It will be of no 
avall to_us if we lose a War, even 
though may cost less per unit 
than any war in history. 

r game is to win the war, and 
the test is: Do we keep our eye 
on the ball? For, friends, this peo- 
ple will be cursed for the next ten 
generations if we don't. Nor does 
this test apply to Washington alone. 
We itn the government can often 
criticise aleo, and our right of crit- 
iciem lies against that minority of 
people who hope for self-interest-— 
financial, social or political—out of 
winning the war. This government 
ie nothing more than the expres- 
sion of the people, and if we are 
to win the war, it will be only be- 
cause every man, woman and child 
charges himself daily and hourly 
with the test: “Does this or that 
contribute to win the war?” 

Nor is this the gospel of gloom: 
it is the gospel of full health, spir- 
its and streneth of our people in 
maintaining the last ounce of pro- 
duction, the last atom of economy.
